Czechoslovakia Frees 
Israeli Held 3 Years 


JERUSALEM— Czechoslovakia 
has released Shimon Orenstein, 
an Israeli citizen held since De- 
cember 1951, the Israeli Foreign 
Ministry has announced. 

Last November, Orenstein was 
sentenced to 15 years imprison- 
ment while Mordecai Oren, an- 
other Israeli, was sentenced to a 
life term. Both were accused of 
being American agents and hav- 
ing been in close touch with Jo- 
seph Slansky, purged Czech 
Communist party secretary. The 
Czech authorities, in announcing 
the release of Orenstein, made no

According to Mikardo, this de- 
sire for emigration is due to a 
feeling of insecurity among ap- 
proximately 72,000 Jews now liv- 
ing in Poland (Prior to World 
War II there were more than 3 
million). 

This is partly because of anti- 
Semitism, which still exists in Po- 
land despite stringent govern- 
ment laws against it. The regula- 
tions have had the effect of curb- 
ing overt forms of bias, but it 
still hangs on in the more subtle 
forms. 

SETTLED IN WEST 
Most of Poland’s Jews, says 
Mikardo, are settled in the for- 
mer German territories in the 
Western part of the country. He 
believes that this is partly be- 
cause of Polish fears of a future 
agreement between Germany and 
Russia which would return these 
territories to the former. The 
Poles hope that the settlement of 
the Jews in the area might serve 
as a special challenge to the con- 
science of the world, to deter any 
attempts to change their national- 
ity or enforce on them a new 
mass migration. 








Jewish communal, cultural and 
religious life, despite government 
encouragement, is definitely on 
the downgrade in Poland, declares 
Mikardo. Only in Lodz and Wro- 
claw (formerly Breslau) is there 
a minyan on weekdays. In War- 
saw, the synagogue only functions 
on the Sabbath. 

Most important Jewish agency 
in the country is apparently the 
Jewish Association, which covers 
very many more Jews than are 
enrolled in the religious commu- 
nity. The Association, says Mikar- 
do, has some secondary social 
functions, such as running an old 
people’s home and an orphanage, 
but its primary function is the 
maintenance of Jewish education 
and Jewish culture—a task for 
which it receives substantial state 
subsidies.

Singer of Immortality 


Heinrich Heine 
1797 - 1856 
ROM the cradle to the grave, for Heine, the earth was 
F He was born in Dusseldorf, the son of 
a tradesman. At 16 he was sent off to Frankfort to become 


a vale of tears. 


a banker. But business wearied him, and he went to Ber 
lin to live with a.wealthy uncle. This pompous kinsman 
wanted young Heine to be a lawyer, and could not under- 
stand the strange boy who wasted his time writing poetry. 

Heine fell passionately in love with his uncle’s beautiful 
daughter, Amelia. This vain lady treated him lightly, thus 
unconsciously earning the thanks of all lovers of beauty. 
For to still his aching heart, Heine wrote some of the ten- 
derest love lyrics a poet ever penned. Tired of law, and suf 
fering the pangs of unrequited love, he went off and lived 
alone in poverty, misery and illness. But he soon returned 
to his uncle’s home, finished his studies, and became a law- 
yer. He wrote a book satirizing the stupidities of man and 
exposing the shams of modern civilization. It enraged offi- 
cial Germany and made Heine a marked man. 

To escape arrest he went to England, then to Paris, 
but spies everywhere harassed him and made his life un- 
bearable. During these months of physical and spiritual 
torment, he met and married an ignorant, poverty-stricken 
girl, Mathilde by name. During all the years she lived with 
him she hardly knew that her husband was a poet, nor 
heard of his growing fame. But to Heine’s lonely and 
thwarted soul she brought the love and tenderness he 
craved. 

Illness never deserted him, and Fate’s last cruel blow 
was a paralysis that kept him suffering for years on his 
mattress-grave waiting for death. Jesting to the end, he 
said, “Jehovah, God of Justice, has paralyzed my lips so 
that I cannot even kiss.” Thus ended life’s weary journey 
for Heine. Only a handful of friends were near to weep for 
him—for Heine, singer of the immortality of love, poet 
whom the world will never forget.

Rose attended the University of 
Miami, while Jack operated the 
Miami Beach Valet Service. The 
two met at a Masada meeting 
where they listened raptly to 
speeches on Israeli pioneers. 
“Those speeches decided their 
future. Shortly after they were 
married, Rose and Jack agreed 
that since they couldn't go to Is- 
rael they would become pioneers 
in South Florida.

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‘Grand Concourse’ Has Its Own Tone and Appeal, Its Own Pattern 


By MEYER LEVIN 
GRAND CONCOURSE, by Eliot Wagner. Bobbs-Mer- 
rill. $3.75. 
IS is the warm, wide-viewing, yet intimate type 
of novel that was considered great in the Thir- 
ties, but that is slightly out of fashion at present. 
Undoubtedly the fashion will come back. But fashion 
has little to do with essential 
merit, and the merit of Wagner’s 
book is high. Also, the reading- 
pleasure. 

He sets out to present a gen- 
eral picture of lower-middle-class 
Jewish life in the Bronx, but 
gradually narrows down his 
story to the fate of Julie Mar- 
gulies, the big sister of a store- 
keepers family, the girl who 
keeps things going even when 
her half-talented_ but neurotic big LEVIN 
brother has a nervous breakdown, even when papa 
has a fit of anger and smashes up the piano that a 
good friend has given to the little brother, the child 
genius in the family. 

The good friend is an interesting character named 
Sam Friedman who lives in a better-type apartment 
house, works for the Health lheinictamlasongind ina } cae 








ity high enough to allow him to sneak off to the 
races every so often. Sam’s wife is an invalid; he 
strikes up a friendship (purely platonic) with Julie, 
but this leads to tensions and complications.

SAM IS RELATED to the owner of a celebrity- 
patronized restaurant, a la Lindy’s, and from this 
comes a chance for Julie to make a good marriage, 
to the son of the owner, who hates his father and 
is gradually squeezing him out of the business. But 
Julie chooses a young Italian who is a hospital recep- 
tionist, a philosopher on the side, and a masked- 
marvel billiard player on the other side. This charac- 
ter is kind of hard to marry, as he is devoted to his 
large, dependent family, but finally the Jews and 
Italians eat a few big meals together, and the wed- 
ding is decided upon. Only, the boy goes off and gets 
killed. Not even in the war. In a training camp. 

By the time it gets this far, the novel is turning 
slightly soap opera in tone, and it gets more so when 
Julie eventually marries the restaurant man, and 
leaves him because he beats up his pa, and comes 
back to him because he has learned his lesson. 

Before that happens, for at least half of the book, 
maybe two-thirds, Wagner has given us some beauti- 
ful writing, and some evocative scenes of metropoli- 
tan life.

THE EDITOR'S CHAIR 





hen I attended the B'nai 

Brith Institute at Wild- 
acres some five or six years ago, 
I met Rabbi Martin Kessler, who 
then had a pulpit in nearby Ashe- 
ville. I remember him because 
when several of the men at the 
institute expressed a desire to 
learn Hebrew, he started them 
out right then and there, so that 
late in the night at least one im- 
mediate result of the institute was 
heard by all, as the lights in the 
room and the mumble of words 
could be seen and heard by those 
who didn’t fall asleep immedi- 
ately. 

Every once in a while I would 
get a letter from Rabbi Kessler, 
especially when there was a mazel 
tov coming at our house, and 
everyone knows that is frequent- 
ly enough.

FROM ASHVILLE, he went to 
Chambersburg, Pa,, and from 
there to Bethesda, Md., and al- 
ways searching for something. I 
pick out a paragraph from his let- 
ter of Jan. 8, 1952: 

“So I am asking you Gabriel, 
are there any real Hebrews in 
number in America? Or is the rab- 
binate a hopeless task, and do you 
think a good rabbi, a real teacher 
of Torah has either to accept 
Slavery (to be a glorified scape- 
goat is a form of slavery) or to 
look for another means. of sub- 
sistance?

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RABBI RUBINGER SHOULD REMEMBER 
WE'RE MEMBERS OF ONE COMUNITY 


@ Editor, Jewish Post: 

I feel duty bound to register 
my strong objection to the letter 
by Rabbi Naphtale J. Rubinger in 
your (Sept. 27) issue. That the let- 
ter appeared in a Jewish publica- 
tion several days before Rosh 
Hashanah makes its intemperate 
and abusive approach and man- 
ner even more deplorable since 
certainly in this case its writer 


should not have to be reminded 
that this is the season of self-ex- 
amination and reconciliation. 


There is no Single note of hu- 
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-are guilty of 


mility and no single expression of 
consideration in the entire letter. 
Rabbi Rubinger dipped into the 
arsenal of his choicest invective. 


He speaks of “quicky” conver: 
sions by th®Reform rabbinate. Is 
every Reform rabbi guilty? Are 
there no rabbis in other groups, 
for example in his own camp who 
“quicky” conver- 
sions? 

He speaks of “irreverence, hy- 
pocrisy and almost jocular levity” 
and of “a spiritual abortion mill.” 
He does not refrain from describ- 
ing liberal theology as “religious 
harlotry.” Have no unsavoury 
acts in such religious fields as 
“Kashruth” and “Gitten” come to 
his attention in which Reform 
Rabbis have not been involved 
but in which their colleagues 
from other’ branches have been 
shamefully implicated? 

Nowhere does he indicate any 


slight recognition that his group 
is less than perfect or that relig- 


0618 ious chaos and neglect are neither 


the monopoly of one division nor 
caused entirely by it. Orthodoxy 
has a point of view and a system 
of attitudes that deserve presen- 
tation and interpretation. That 
point of view is not advanced by 
savage and Selfrighteous attacks. 


A more serious aspect of the 
situation is the letter’s reflection 
of a “church-denominationalism” 
in place of the basic concept that 
Jews form a “community” rather 
than a “creed,” and that the inter- 
relationship of Jews is not depen- 
dent upon unanimity of doctrine 
and practice. Within such a com- 
munity even a “dissenter” per- 
forms mitzvath and is recognized 
for the good he does, whether in 
the field of philantrophy, the 
building of Israel or the practice 
of business morality. Within a 
community every group recog- 
nizes the rights of other groups 
and does not speak of those who

W* can understand the concern of Irv- 
ing Engel, president of the Ameri- 
can Jewish Committee, as expressed to 
his executive committee recently over any 
pressure on the Jews of North Africa to 
emigrate to Israel. 

But thesIsraelis would 
not understand Mr. En- | 
gel’s concern. i 

“Those Jews in North j 
Africa,”’ he declared, ‘“‘who 
wish to remain where 
they are must be helped 
to secure their physical © 
safety and their full and 
equal civil and political 
rights.” 

Ever since the end of 
World War II opened the gates of the con- 
centration camps, there have been under- 
standable rumors and in fact considerable 
evidence that the Israelis through their 
shlichim (messengers) stimulated the de- 
sire of displaced or threatened Jews to go 
to Israel. At times, even, some who might 
have wanted to emigrate to other parts of 
the world or who might have stayed 
where they were, were persuaded to go 
to Israel. 

The Israelis cannot comprehend that 
while there is a Jewish state, and in the 
face of the destitution and poverty of the 
majority of the Jews of North Africa, not 
to mention their physical danger, some-

one would advise them, even with the 
best of intentions, that they might want 
to stay where they are and fight for their 
rights. 

The Israelis know only one thing and 
that is that now gloriously enough there 
is a Jewish state and any Jew who wants 
or needs to, even if some demonstration is 
needed to prove it to them, can go there. 
As far as physical danger is concerned for 
Jews in most parts of the world, in the 
eyes of the Israelis, that is just a matter 
of time. . 

“Any Jews who wish to leave their 
homes in North Africa must be free to 
emigrate to Israel or anywhere else, and 
to take their property with thtm.” 

This is Mr. Engel speaking again, and 
we must presume that in view of the 
fact that the Jews of North Africa cannot 
enter the U.S., he knows of some haven 
for them other than Israel about which we 
are in ignorance. 


Here then is an honest difference in 
view between the American Jewish Com- 
mittee—if they support Mr. Engel and 
we must presume that they do—and the 
Israelis, if not in fact between a good 
many American Jews and the Israelis. 
The experience of*the Israelis have led 
them to one view, and the experience of 
the Jews of the U.S., like Mr. Engel, to an- 
other. 


It Was a Valuable Effort 


T has become popular these days to 
sneer at the now defunct American 
Jewish Conference, which for a period of 
time brought almost all of the American 
Jewish community together under one or- 
ganization. 

Writers in some Jewish publications 
have begun to point to the AJ Conference 
as an example of the mistake of trying to 
set up an overall Jewish organization in 
the U.S. The failure of the Conference, 
they contend, proves that only voluntary 
association, and not any kind of pressure, 
is the only kind of development possible 
in the U.S. Jewish community. 


For those whose memory doesn’t go 
back that far, the AJ Conference was a 
genuine attempt to set up a democratic 
U.S. Jewish organization which would ex- 
press the view of the united community. 

The machinery for its establishment, 
although cumbersome was as representa- 
tive as possible, with, for the first time, 
the Jewish communities voting at regular 
polling places on their representatives. 
The national organizations as well were 
represented and there was no question 
but that this was an attempt to establish 
a truly democratic Jewish organization. 


It did not last, unfortunately, but there 
were many important byproducts. of its 
deliberations. 

The Conference finally disbanded, 
partly because of mistakes in setting it 
up, partly because the representatives of 
the national Jewish organizations often 
were at cross purposes with the represen- 
tatives of the local communities, partly 
because the crisis which brought it into 
being subsided, and for many other rea- 
sons. 

But it was a genuine and valuable ef- 
fort at unity, and it hastened the matur- 
ity of the Jewish community as much as 
many another factor. 

At present the Council of Jewish Fed- 
erations and Welfare Funds has taken on 
many of the aspects of the AJ Conference, 
and very likely the rapid development of 
the CJFWF was one result of the con- 
vening of the AJ Conference. 

From a Zionist standpoint, if from 
none other, the Conference was a signifi- 
cant factor in the developments which 
brought about the Jewish state. This may 
give the Conference its honored place in 
Jewish history, even though its present 
detractors seek to ridicule and minimize 
its work and achievements, . 





pletely outside of the fold and be- 
yond the pale of salvation. 

Nor is it becoming to refer to 
tolerance with contempt by label- 
ling it “the sacred cow of contem- 
porary Jewish religious nihilism.” 
We are Seeking together with all 
free people to cultivate that toler- 
ance in intergroup relations 
which is the very hall-mark of 
democracy. For a Jew to dismiss 
this concept is to reject the free- 
dom we seek for our entire 
people. 

The rabbis have pointed out 
that an individual who permits 
himself to be swayed by anger, 
inevitably falls into error. By all 
means let us brand in Jewish 
life, espouse and defend its prin- 
ciples and standpoint. Let it do 
so, however, out of a’ desire to 
guide, to enlighten, to persuade. 
Anger begets anger and our com- 
munal life will only be muddied 
and corrupted by outbursts of 
choler and vituperation directed 
by one element against the other. 

As a Conservative Rabbi, I do 
not fear the wrath or attacks of 
my Orthodox colleagues. I am 
concerned about the effects acri- 
monious and ill-tempered words 
will have on the Jewish commu- 
nity. For above all we must not 
forget that we are all members 
of the same historic community.

ERUSALEM—“The flowers appear on the earth; the time of 
J singing is come, and the voice of the turtle is heard in our 
jand.” Thus wrote Solomon in the Song of Songs many, many years 
ago. And the visitor to Jerusalem today, if he remains motionless 
beneath the trees, partly hidden in the shadows, 
can again hear the singing of which the ancient 
king wrote, and coming forward, learn that the 
turtle of the Bible is in reality the turtle-dove, a 
friendly bird which utters a characteristic coo- 
ing sound. 

The turtle-dove is but one of many dozens 
of birds, animals, reptiles and other wild life 
which have been gathered together in the Jeru- 
salem Biblical Zoo. The only certificate of ad- 
mission required by the creature is evidence that 
its name appears in the Bible, and the tracking 
down of various species has necessitated a certain amount of both 
detective work and etymological study.

A NUMBER OF the species in this beautiful garden-type zoo, 
while once plentiful in the Holy Land (have since become extinct 
here, and their present return, even though behind bars, represents 
a home-coming as significant as the repatriation of the Jewish peo- 
ple itself. I peered at the huge Syrian bears which had roamed this 
land in days of old, but which today have shrunk to a bare few in 
the Jerusalem Zoo, and involuntarily, under my breath, I wished 
them a hearty welcome home. The same is true of squirrels, Ber- 
bery sheep, certain.types of deer and leopards. 


Interspersed among the cages, the caves and the grottoes are 
dozens of the plans and bushes and herbs mentioned in the Bible, 
each with a neat identifying sign which quotes the pertinent 
passage.
